The xeport of the surveyor- general 
and laud register contains a great deal 
of valusble matter. It gives the boun- 
daries of the state; and brief descrip- 
tions ef all the railroads, mines, and 
farming resources of the different 
counties, as copied from the assessors’ 
books. The tables contain a great 
many of interesting figures, and some 
things that are rather amusing. Storey 
county has five acres. of wheat and 
harvests. fifty bushels. Ormsby de- 
votes an acre to beans, and Lincoln 
twenty. Ormsby raised two thousand 
bushels ef “inguns.” Elko ceunty 
has twenty thousand acres in hay, 
averaging a ten to the acre. Washoe 
has thirteen theusand, producing 
twenty-three theusand tons. Lander 
leads in butter, and Humboldt in 
wool. Washoe has over fifty thousand 
apple trees. No other county has six 
thousand. Ormsby has over two 
theusand ‘white maples and as many 
elm trees. Storey makes over two 
hundred thousand gallons of beer. 
Washoe:rounty had two asses in 1877 
and five in “1878. These figures are 
given on purpose te give the Bodje 
Standard an opportunity to say that 
the GezertE staff moved in last year. 
Lyon eounty. boasted ome camel in 
1877 but he is missing in fie 1878 
column. White Pine hada goat the 
first year, but he went to join the 
camel. Ohurchill gained five goats 
from nothing! Washoe had five ducks 
and gained five, nut counting the Bap- 
tist minister. White Pine had one 
beehive in 77 and it swarmed in 78. 
Washoe ground 5000 barrels of flour 
and 1500, bushels of corn, besides 50,- 
000 of barley. Douglas county cut 
twenty-five million feet of lumber. 
Storey crushed over half s million tons 


of quartz. Washoereports a hundred 
and twefity-fivé miles -of ditches, and 
Linceln ever hundred. Storey 
is the richest county in the state and 
Washee next; Churchill is che poor- 
est. Storey county has lost a theus- 
and inhabitants, and wigan four hun- 
dred voters.

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OUR NEW SCHOOL BUILDING. 


Americans pour out their wealth 
with lavish hands wherever their lit- 
tle ones are concerned. There is ‘ne 
ether way in which they are se pro- 
fligate. Immense factories are at 
work the year areund to provide toys 
for Christmas and rrilroad trains groan 
with their burdens ef trifles weeks be- 
fore the holidays, Thechildren's de- 
sires are met before they really know 
themselves that they have them. No 
game is too cestly, no amusement se 
expensively set as to stop boys whose 
fathers were rocked in sugar troughs 
and who went te church in home made 
woolens. In educational matters the 
outlay every year is almest incredi- 
ble. Our facilities have increased 
from « log scheel-house and a Me- 
Guffey’s spelling book to the most 
elaberate forms of study, in the state- 
liest piles ef architecture. Just at 
present Rene is far behind the age in 
this matter. Her schelars are crowd- 
ed together se closely that comfort is 
impossible and the hours devoted to 
study are almost wasted. The danger 
of disease is very largely increased 
and the benefits are in no way what 
they might be. The school 
trustees are now looking up a 
place to build a schoel-heuse worthy 
ef Rene. They have several in view, 
and any of them would be a fine lo- 
lation. The plans deubtless will be 
to put up a first-class building as far 
as the meney will go. One that can 
be added te without marring the 

‘beauty ef the whole. Such A plan 
seems very commendable in a growing 
tewn, where a house large eneugh 
this year might be too small within 
the next two. On the other hand,if the 
town gets to be a cityycovering twe 
or three square miles, the additional 
room necessary might, perhaps, be bet- 
ter located in a separate institution 
entirely, which would prevent un- 
mecessary tiavel. These questions 
will be duly considered, and the ac- 
tien ef the trustees will no doubt 
be approved by everybedy.

— H. G. PARKER'S REPORT. 


The first report of the fish cemmis- 
sioner ef the state of Nevada makes 
its appearance in a very neat pamphlet 
ferm of half a dozen pages. Mr. Par- 
ker has worked with intelligence and 
enthusiasm and we can safely say that 
the state of Nevada will be the better 
and richer for his having lived in it. 
The first attempt at introducing food 
fish from other waters was made in 
1877 by planting Washoe lake with 
Sacramento river perch and Schuylkill 
river catfish, alse taken from the Sac- 
ramente. The waters of all the rivers 
but the Carson aud Truckee, and ef 
all the lakes in the state, are alkaline 
or saline, and sometimes both, and 
the choice of fish which will thrive is 
very difficult. The catfish in Washoe 
have net reported, but two ef the 
perch have been seen, and they are 
doing well in peiht ef growth. Since 
then the Truckee, Carsen, and Hum- 
boldt rivers have been stocked with 
catfish. Three theusand blue cats 
were planted ina slough on the farm of 
Mr. Schulze, feur miles from Carson 
city, who premised te protect them 
until they got a start. The United 
States fish commission sent twe hun- 
dred and fifty thousand Lake Michi- 
gan white fish swawn, which the rail- 
roads wasted in transporting, in their 
gealous efforts to prevent freezing.

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THE CHINESE BILL, 


The chances are that all that the 
Wren bill weuld have effected will be 
brought out by other means. Nearly 
all the Eastern papersstand ready to 
fight against unlimited immigration, 
but they must be cenvinced by reas- 
onable arguments and not by calling 
ugly names or making threats.

In the 
days of American slavery, when any 
one ebjected to measure designed to 
strengthen that peculiar institution, 
the common reply was, Would you 
have your daughter marry a ni * 
This kuock-dewn argument has been 
closely imitated by the advocates of 
the Anti-Chinese bill. Any express- 
ion of opinion against the general pol- 
icy ef the pro measure is met 
with the questien, How would you 
like to have the moon-eyed lepers 
living next deor te you?” These pas- 
sierate people forget that although 
there may be no difference ef opinion 
as te the undesirableness of having 
the Chinese for intimate neighbers, 
there may be two honest! y-entertained 
epinions as to the means employed to 
prevent the evil all to be immin- 
ent. The so-called Chinese question 
may bea lecal one; but the method 

roposed forits settlement is a nat- 
ional affair. It isunfortunate for the 
people of California that the position 
taken on this question by a majority 
of their speakers and newspapers has 
been illogical. Withthe exception 
of a speech made in the constitutional 
convention at Sacramento by Gen. J. 
F. Miller, of San Francisco, the utter- 
ances of the public men of Oslifornia 
bave been most intemperate and un- 
argumentative. They have addressed 
themselves almost exclusively to pio- 
turing in flaming colors the enormities 
of which the Chinese here, and at 
heme, are guilty; and when this 
lific theme has been exhausted they 
have deueunced the peeple of the old- 
er states fer their “apathy ignorance.” 
The truth is that the people who live 
on this side of the Recky mountains 
have long been waiting for their 
fellow-citizens en that side to propose 
seme lawful and practical remedy for 
the evils se loudly deplored. us 
far, California legislation in this direc- 
tion has been either ineffective or 
barbarous. And the first serieus re- 
quest made of congress, at 
their instance, bas been that a 
bill might be to re- 
strict immigration by means which, te 
say the least, are of deubtful con- 
stitutionality and of undoubted in- 
expediency. Wecan understand hew, 
in a region like California, where bus- 
iness is prostrated and great indus- 
trial interests of the ceuntry languish, 
the people should be impatient ef de- 
lay and should demand that some- 
thing be dene new, and at once, to de- 
liver them from what they believe to 
be one of the causes of their depress- 
ion. But they are hasty in assum- 
ing that the bill which has just failed 
was their only hope ef deliverance. 
And they are equally hasty in their 
conclusion that their discentent is 
regarded with indifference by the rest 
of their fellow countrymen.

MORE FIRE NESTS. 


Reno will soen be as well prepared 
fer a fire as she was three weeks ago. 
It looks as if everybody was afraid the 
tewn government would de something, 
and they wanted to get as much pine 
up as possible before the steps neces- 
sary te incorporation could be comple- 
ted. All over the west side ef tewn 
little pine houses and stables are stuck 
up, many of them not painted, every 
one with a stovepipe sticking compla- 
cently out of the roof, and on some 
shanties two or three. The GAzerTre 
is strongly in favor of peer men hav- 
ing hemes. If we had any money we 
would have one ourselves; but the 
safety of the town is more necessary 
than that the cabins between Captain 
Bragg’s lumber yard and the creek 
should fleurish. There is a little vil- 
lage there, destitute of trees, and with 
ne water except in the ditch,which has 
been dry half the wiater, where a fire | 
would spread in a few minutes, and 
which, ona windy day, would cover 
the town with sparks and burping 
shingles, When the tewn is incorpo- 
rated we recommend a liberal limit en 
the west side, so that there will be no 
fire nests built up, and where chim- 
neys ought by all means to be used, 
instead of the destroying stevepipe. 
The gales of wind which sweep over 
that part of town emphasize our re- 
marks. It is impossible to overesti- 
mate the danger from this source. On 
the secend, when the fire was raging, 
the wind blew right over this part of 
town at a rate of at least fifty miles 
an hour, and there is not a week in 
the year when there is not a strong 
west wind blowing. Right in the 
heart ef the town there will be a per- 
fect breeding place for fires. Heaps 
ef rubbish, old rags, bones, oil cans, 
etc., enough to create spontaneous 
combustion, accumulate in alleys and 
back yards; wood-sheds, fences, water 
closets, stables, wareheuses and such 
like, all built of the mest inflammable 
material, occupy the centre of nearly 
every block. Add to these the weeden 
buildings mixed in with the bricks, 
and the material for anether confla- 
gration will be seen te be all sufficient. 
In case they all got to geing at once, 
the fireproof buildings would heat 
through, and everything go just as it 
did before. We hope the commis- 
sioners will make a rule, and allow ng 
deviation frem it, which will relieve 
the citizens of some of the danger 
which keeps everybody in constant 
fear.

A WAY TO SCATTER DEATH 
While we sympathize deeply with 
those who are se‘unfortunate as to lose 
their little ones by death, we cannot 
but cendemn the practice ef people 
who live ia the country round alwut 
Reno, bringing children who die from 
malignant and centagieus diseases, 
like scarlet fever and diphtheria, into 
the town fer burial. There have been 
cases of scarlet fever this winter which 
were carried home in clothing from 
funerals and communicated to child- 
ren that had not been eut of the house 
at all. The sentiments of anxiety 
which a parent feels to pay every pos- 
sible respect te their dead, should in 
such cases give way to the public ne- 
cessity. It would be far better te 
cheese as handsome a place as possi- 
ble in the immediate vicinity of their 
home, where the little bodies could be 
laid gently away without endangering 
other lives as dear as theirs were. The 
greund would become sacred forever 
after and no feeling of self accusation 
could come up en account of the loca- 
tion of the grave. Our friends in the 
country sheuld consider the hundreds 
of little ones playing in unsuspecting 
inpocence around the streets, little 
dreaming of the pestilence that walk- 
eth at noonday, which they may be 
taking into their lungs at any mo- 
ment. We do not think any one 
eught to feel sensitive at the people 
of Reno for forbidding them from 
bringing their children here for burial 
when they die of these diseases. No 


cempulsion should be necessary. 
Everybody ought to see the point and 
accept the situation at once without 
any compulsion.

NEVADA'S WEALTA. 


The report of the surveyor-general 
and land register centains a great deal 
of valuable matter. It gives the boua- 
daries of the state, and brief deserip- 
tiens ef all the railroads, mines, and 
farming resources of the different 
counties, as copied from the assessors’ 
books. The tables contain a great 
many of interesting figures, and some 
things that are rather amusing. Storey 
county has five acres of wheat and 
harvests fifty bushels. Ormsby de- 
votes an acre to beans, and Lincoln 
twenty. Ormsby raised two thousand 
bushels ef inguns. Elko county 
has twenty thousand acres in hay, 
averaging a ten to the acre. Washoe 
has thirteen theusand, producing 
twenty-three theusapd tons. Lander 
leads in butter, and Humboldt in 
wool. Washoe has over fifty theusand 
apple trees, No other ceunty has six 
theusand. Ormsby has over two 
theusand white maples and as many 
elm trees. Storey makes over two 
hundred thousand gallons of beer. 
Washoe county. had two asses in 1877 
and five in 1878. These figures are 
given on purpose te give the Bodie 
Standard an opportunity to say that 
the Gazztre staff moved in last year. 
Lyon county boasted ove camel in 
1877 but he is missing in the 1878 
column. White Pine hada goat the 
first year, but he went to join the 
camel. Churchill gained five geats 
from nothing. Washoe had five ducks 
and gained five, not counting the Bap- 
tist minister. White Pine had one 
beehive in 77 and it swarmed in 78. 
Washve ground 5000 barrels of flour 
and 1500 bushels of corn, besides 50, 
000 of barley. Douglas county cut 
twenty-five million feet ef lumber. 
Storey crushed over half a millién tons 


of quartz. Washoe reports a hundred 
and twenty-five miles of ditches, and 
Lincoln ever three hundred. Storey 
is the richest county in the state and 
Washee sext; Churchill is the poor- 
est. Storey county has lost a theus- 
and inhabitants, and nearly four hun-

A Bank of Sulphur on Fire.

He says that while work- 
ing assessmenta, some twe weeks ago, 
on a sulphur bank in what is known 
as Devil's Corral,” the sulphur 
caught fire from a blast and has n 
burning steadily ever since that time. 
The burning bank is about two hun- 
dred feet high, and is composed of 
sulphur and earthy matter resembling 
ashes in about equal proportions. The 
whole face of the bank is on fire, and 
at night makes a grand and thrilling 
spectacle, which is almost worth a 
visit to the sulphur mines te behold. 
The sulphur does not run off in a 
molten stream as it did when a drift 
in pure sulphur in the McWorthy 
mine caught fire some two months 
ago, as the dry ashy dirt with which 
it is mixed absorbs it, but the bank 
fram base to summit is at timesasheet 
of flames, and the whole mountain 
appears like a huge fire. No effort 
has been made to suppress the fire, as 
the sulphur in the bank contains too 
much dirt and ashes to be valuable.

THE SCIENTIFIC WORLD. 
Interesting Experiments and Discover- 
les From All Countries. 


— the project ef construct - 
ing a canal for the purpose of admit- 
ting the water of the ocean te form an 
interior sea in Nerthero Africa, which 
project is now attracting considerable 
attention and interest. M. Rondaire, 
in a letter of Jan 28, communicated 
these results of his examinations. 
Berings had been effected in the isth- 
mus te about thirty feet below low- 
water level, without meeting aught 
but sand and marly clay. Some lime- 
stone at ninety feet depth, aud tend- 
ing northwards, was not expected to 
hinder the work of excavation. Fresh 
water was abundant at fifteen feet 
depth—ae important feature in con- 
trast with the Suez undertaking, 
where it was necessary to employ 2000 
cam*ls te bring water to the workmen, 
and te dig a large fresh water canal. 
The Arabs are eager for employment 
and can be hired very cheap. 


Attention has been called te the 
dangereus character ef zinc dust, 
which seems te be imported to this 
country in considerable quantities fer 
various purposes. In its finely divid- 
ed state it quickly oxidizes, the heat 
being produced by the chemical action 
being liable to ‘ignite the hydregen 
gas evolved, and thus cause a fire ef 
which the origin may never be sus- 
pected. A case in point is cited by 
the Insurance Record, which states that 
the steamship Lord Clyde was found 
to be en fire, the apparent cause be- 
ing the heating of some cases of this 
material which had been wet. 


Prot. Gray bas patented a combina- 
tion of the telephone with the Morse 
instrument, enabling the telegrapher 
to communicate over the same line 
both by the Morse signals and by the 
voice. Usingthe quadruplex instru- 
ment on such a line, four m 
ean be transmttted by signals in the 
usual way, while conversation may at 
the same time be carried on over the 
same wire—all without any interfer- 
ance of the different signals er systems, 
Such are the marvels of modern tele- 
graphy. 

A great aquarium is now being 
erected near Birmingham, Eng., in 
which the novel feature of electric 
illumination will be introduced. By 
this means the nearest possible effect 
te that of the sun will be preduced, 
the light falling directly from abeve. 
The marine plants and animals will 
appear in their natural colors as seen 
by day. An interesting question to be 
sclved by such experiments as this, is 
whether the electric light has an ac- 
tinic effect similar to that of sunlight, 
and whether it will cause the decom- 
pesition of carbonic acid in the sub- 
merged vegetation. 


Attention is called to a curious ex- 
periment on the resonance of flames. 
A tuning-fork struck upon the table 
and then held until its sound bas be- 
come isaudible, if placed in the top 
ef a Bunsen burner, the sound comes 
out again sufficiently loud to be 
heard at considerable distance. Sir 
W. Thempsen, supposes the flame acts 
as a resonator owing to the differences 
in the density of the gases which it 
contains. 


The cultivation of madder in France 
having dwindled down to about one- 
eighth ef its former extent, it is pro- 

to abolish the red tronsers of 
the French army. Following up this 
example, it is alse proposed to abolish 
the blue ceats and grey trousers ef the 
German army, as they necessitate the 
use of indigo. 


A correspendent ef the Scientific 
American claims te have made an 
electric lamp two years age in which 
he made use of precisely the same 
principle as that embodied in Edison's 
regulator. He did net patentthe de- 
vice as he found the platinum lamp 
much less effective than the carbon 
points. 0 


The great value of water communi- 
catien between the Obi and Yenesei 
rivers has led the Russian government 
te censider the matter ef a canal te 
connect them. Itis found that the 
project can be carried out at moderate 
expense, the — difficulties 
being slight and the distance not 
long. 


An Italian professor claims that the 
umes of plants and flowers have a 
thful influence upon tlie atmes- 

phere by creating ezene, and thus 
adding to its oxidizing effect. His 
experiments showed that no ezone is 
produced by inederous plants. 


The residue from the manufacture 
of magenta, which is much used in 
coloring wines, has been undergoing 
examination by a French chemist. In 
a number of experiments made upon 
animals this color always produced 
fatal results.

People are becoming thoroughly 
frightened over the ravages of Scarlet 
fever. The fever is not alone of a 


matters, very malignant type, but it is in near- 


ly every instance, accompanied by 
diptheria. The physicians pronounce 
it the mest violent and contagious 
form ef the disease knewn. A num- 
ber ef parents have stopped their 


the children from attending the public 


schools, fearing the contagion may 
reach them threugh that channel. As 
yet no adult persons have been at- 
tacked, the disease being confined al- 
mest entirely to children under six- 
teen years of age. Although the first 
cases that attracted attention were here 
in Rene, the fever has raged with the 
greatest violence dewn about Truckee 
meadows; but fears are entertained 
that the disease may become general 
through the tewn. These who are 
taken dewn with it seon become very 
repulsive, ewing te the offensive na- 
ture of the eruptions. The smell of 
the sick-room is fairly sickening. 
Those who have caught the disease 
generally break out in pustules, er 
running sores, all ever their bodies, 
though they seem werse around the 
head and neck than anywhere else. 
The patients are also afflicted with a 
burning thirst, which has to be fre- 
2 allayed with acids and ice.
